A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Dapprich 
Patent 6,585,939. Dapprich discloses a poly-dimethylsiloxane (PDMS) body 1 1 
containing flow-through fluid pathways 64,66 and light input part 62 that is comprised of 
a coating material other than PDMS, and is operable to reverse or change the direction 
of light flow through the pathway (figure 9; column 12, lines 22-58 and column 13, lines 
30-44) that may be of metallic or other material. For claims 12, 16 and 18 light 
manipulating or focusing parts, such as lenses, are disclosed at column 12, lines 22-26 
and 44-46, etc. For claims 17 and 18, also see light source 68,70, etc. (column 1 1 , 
lines 43-48 and column 12, lines 53-58. column 13, lines 20-44, etc.). 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 11-18 have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 
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Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
